7. (Currently amended) A method for detecting an interaction between a bait 
and a prey, which comprises bringing the bait and the prey into contact and detecting a 
complex formed by the contact, wherein the bait is the protein according to claim 1 or 2 
or a protein translated from the nucleic acid according to any one of claims 3 to 5 or 133 . 
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8. (Original) A method for screening for a prey that interacts with a bait, which 
comprises the step of detecting an interaction between the bait and a prey by the method 
according to claim 7 and the step of selecting a prey for which an interaction was 
detected.
